Because perennial phi ax seldom 
comes true to parentage wtten plants 
arc grown from seed, most success­ 
ful growers recommend use of root­ 
ed nursery plants, root divisions 
from established clumps or root cut­ 
tings. But if plants are grown from 
seed, emphasis should be placed on 
buying strictly fresh reed and sow­ 
ing it soon after it ripens in late 
summer 
Rooted nursery plants may be set 
out in late September and early 
October ce as early in the spring as 
soil and weather conditions permit. 
In most communities there are 
friendly neighbors who have vig­ 
orous old clumps of phlox who will 
gladly furnish divisions for begin­ 
ners, or roots may be pure Ila .sod 
from many nurseries and florists.
